Por the lirst time in the history of the United States 
the president of n university will occupy the White 
IIiMise. It is a noteworthy fact that the new president 
elect was a man wlio in his academical role was recog- 
nized as a world wide authority on matters relating to 
constitntiiiiial K"\''-''!'mi'"t. IVIr. Wilson's work in the 
State is perhaps the hest known of its kind in the Eng- 
lish langnage. His other work on these lines "Congres- 
sional Government a study of Government by Commit- 
tee" is also well known both in the States and abroad. 

Mr. Wilson is a representative university man in 
every sense of the word. He {jraduiited at Princeton, 
and took his Ph.D. at John Hopkins. He lectured at 
the latter university and tlien at Wesleyan University. 
He was professor of Jurisprudence and Politics at 
Princeton from 1892 to 1902 when lie bceanie president 
of that University. During all these years he displayed 
a keen interest on the subject of Government which he 
made his life work. 

It will he interestint; to watch a man trained in 
Philosophy and scholarship, and an authority on the 
form of government of his native laud conducting that 
goverunicut. It is a remarkable case of theory put to 
the test of practice. The College President in the White 
House may perhaps mark a new era in politics on this 
continent. Who knows b\it tliat we might yet see a 
Principal of IVIcGill or Queens or a President of Toronto 
leading one of the great Canadian parties in the House 
of Commons in Ottawa.
